Symptoms are very similar to the flu, including
fever, cough and/or shortness of breath. Older adults and people who have severe underlying chronic
medical conditions seem to be at higher risk for developing more serious complications from COVID-19.

The Registry is
here to help you. Please continue to follow CDC guidelines to protect yourself.

TAKE THESE NECESSARY MEASURES TO PROTECT YOURSELF

Avoid touching your eyes, nose, or mouth with unwashed hands.

Avoid close contact with people who are sick.

Stay away from public places and other people if you become sick.

Eliminate or minimize visitors.

Encourage your IHSS provider to utilize their available sick leave benefit if they are sick.

Your provider can find their available sick leave hours on their pay stub.
